|Prosecutor Miller Declares 
McManigal Was instructed 
‘fo Explode Dynamite There. 


ARREST THWARTS THE PLOT 


Edward Clark, Former President of 
Cincinnati tron Workers’ 
Union, Admits Guilt. 


CHEATED OF PAY FOR HIS JOBS 


Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 7.—Pages from the 
‘careers of the McNamaras and Ortie E. Me 
Manigal, as leaders of the firing squadron of 
dynamiters,“ with conversations in which 
they were said to have plotted to send Mc- 
Manigal to Panama to blow up the locks of 
the Panama canal, were read today by Dis- 
trict Attorney Miller before the jury at the 
trial of the accused “* dynamite conspirators.” 
John J. called his brother, James B. Mo 
Namara, and McManigal to the headquarters 
et the International Association of Bridge 
and Structural Iron Workers,” said Mr. Mii- 
ler. John J, said to McManigal: We can’t 
get any more dynamite around here without 
stealing it. Now you go to Panama and see 
what you can do down there. The McClintic- 
Marshall Construction company has a lot of 
dynamite stored down there. You could 
easily get hold of it and blow up the locks. 
That would make em sit up and take notice 
and take their minds off the Los Angeles af- 
fair." McManigal refused to go at that time. . 
Soon afterward they all were arrested.“ 


One Defendant Pleads Guilty. 
Edward Clark of Cincinnati, former pres 
@ent of the local iron workers’

Clark's activities in promoting the explo- 
sions, Mr. Miller asserted, were carried on 
through letters written by Frank M. Ryan, 
president of the union, and the McNamaras. 
An ivory handled umbrella bearing the ini- 
tials “E. C.” found in the wreckage of a 
dynamited bridge at Dayton, O., Mr. Miller 
gaid, led to the disclosure that Clark had 
Sause the explosion, having used the um- 
brelia. to protect the dymamite from the 

Herbert 8. Hockin, acting secretary-treas- 
urer of the union, was charged by Miller with 
“double dealing with Clark. 

„ne executive board of the fron workers’ 
union agreed upon a fixed price of $200 for 
each job,” said Mr. Miller to the jury. For 
the blowing up of a bridge over the Miami 
river at Dayton on May 8, 1008, Hockin paid 
Clark only $122.50, thus holding out part of 
the fee.” 


Offer of Police Protection. 

Olaf Tveitmoe, San Francisco, now on trial, 
was accused of having been the protector 
of the dynamiters on the Pacific coast, who 
pointed out how the Los Angeles Times buiid- 
ing and the Llewellyn Iron works were to be 
blown up. It was said he promised his friend- 
hip with FP. H. McCarthy, then mayor of San 
Francisco, would insure the dynamiters pro- 
tection from the police. Tvietmoe was then 
editor of a trade paper and secretary of the 
Building Trades council of California, 

Prosecutor Miller told the jury that W. Bert 
Brown, business agent of a union at Kansas 
City, Mo.: James B. McNamara, and less a 
citizen" whose name was not divulged, con- 
ferred in August, 1910, about blowing up a 
$1,500,000 bridge which an employer of non- 
union labor was constructing across the Mis- 
gourl river at Kansas City. Previously, he 
said, negotiations had been conducted by 
Brown and William J. McCain, also a buai- 
ness agent at Kansas City, with the fron 
‘workers’ headquarters in Indianapolis. 


More Threats Against Los Angeles, 
James B. McNamara, Mr. Miller said, of- 
por, to employ the “citizen” regulariy, 
Saying, ‘We're going to Los Angeles and 
blow the whole town to hell. We have un- 
Amited money back of us, and if we ever get 
in trouble we'll have the best lawyers that 
money can duy.“ 

On Aug. 22, Mr. Miller continued, McMant- 
gal placed twelve quarts of nitroglycerin 
beneath the understructure of the Kansas 
City bridge. The explosions did not ocour 
until the next day, after McManigal hed 
replaced the weak batteries on the bomb 
timers with stronger ones. 

After the Los Angeles Times explosion, Mr. 
Miller said, James B. McNamara was in hid- 
ing for two weeks in Salt Lake City. 


Involves Tveitmoe in Case. 
James B. McNamara and McManiga! then 
went hunting in the woods ef Wisconsin to 
hide.

Whether this envelope ever contained 
money appears to be a most important piece 
of evidence, but the bank officials fear t 
was not preserved after being opened in New 
York. 


Puts Blame on Postoffloe. 

Senor Wamerchant, manager of the bank, 
tonight expressed the belief that the theft 
occurred in the postoffice here. He was at a 
loss, however, to explain how the bill came 
to be deposited by his bank in the Royal bank. 

Senor Wamerchant said it is possible, with 
a thin knife blade, to open the seals, change 
the contents, and reseal an envelope, the ex- 
change escaping the detection of the post- 
office officials. 

The newspapers published a abe cem 
story that the Ouban postoffice was behind 
$200,000, due the United States on money or- 
ders, and that the United States legation here 
had sent a note to the Cuban government to 
the effect that it must pay. Recentiy the 
postoffice herd remitted $156,000, probably

Bill Passed by Last Congress May 
Bring Great Relief to 
Shippers. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 7.—( Special.]—The 
interstate commerce commission began to- 
day to prepare ways and means for the per- 
formance of one of the most important du- 
ties intrusted to it by congress during the 
last session—the divorce of railroads from 
Steamship Hnes. 

The policy the commission will adopt in 
this matter is of especial concern to the peo- 
ple of the middie west. If the commission 
shall order the railroads operating vessels 
on the great lakes to divest themselves of 
“their water line ownership it vim mean the 
restoration of competition and, in ali prob- 
ability, lower rates. 

The interstate commerce law provides that 
if any water carrier reduces a rate to meet 
water competition it shall not thereafter in- 
crease the rate merely because such water 
competition has been withdrawn. So that if 
the railroads are compelled to separate from 
their lake holdings it will assure water com- 
petition, with a consequent effect on the 
price charged for the transportation of grain, 
coal, and other freight. 


Advantage to Middle West. 

It is of prime importance to the middie 
west, therefore, what action the commiesion 
shall take under the law recently placed on 
the statute books. The law does not call for 
drastic action at once. It gives the railroads 
two years to place themselves within its 
provisions, and if they fall to do so, then 
authorizes the interstate commerce com- 
mission to initiate proceedings against them. 

Carriers owning steamship lines are au- 
thorized to apply to the commission for per- 
mission to retain such lines, and the com- 

mission will give them such permission pro- 
vided it finds that water service is being 
operated in the interest of the public and for 
the convenience and commerce of the peo- 


The law specifically prohibits railroads 
from owning ships operating through the 
Panama, canal. But it dees not apply tnis 
prohibition so sweepingly te the United 
States. | ade :

DUST IN SHOE FACTORIES. 
UCH statistics as we have show 
that shoemakers have an undue 
proportion of lung and throat dis- 
ease, ir consumption rates 
are high. In part, this is dpe 
to contagion, for the chance of catching 
consumption is high in a trade where 
the man at the next bench is exceptional- 
ly liable to be a consumptive. 

Another reason is the dustiness of the 
air in a shoe shop. Sir Thomas Oliver 
says dust causes colds and pneumonia as 
well as consumption. Therefore, we are 
prepared to believe that shoemakers fre- 
quently are laid up with colds or, having 
a cold and needing the pay, they stay 
at the bench and get through the day 
without making much, for themselves or 
their employers.

Drs. Hansen and Wolcott, having 
studied the boot and shoe industry in 
Massachusetts, made a report on exist- 
ing conditions and recommended certain 
methods in a paper distributed in the 
Massachusetts health: department ex- 
hibit at Washington, 

To estimate the amount of dust, they 
exposed slips of paper, sometimes dark 
paper, sometimes light, at the point 
usually occupied by the workman’s head, 
2 piece of heavy gummed paper, 10x 7, 
was painted with a mixture of thirty 
parts glycerin aud seventy parts water.
